This action is responsive to the communication filed April 7, 2006. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 5-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Martin, Jr. in view of the Prior Art admitted by Applicant on page one of the 
specification, see MPEP 2129. 

Martin, Jr. show a mixing faucet where adaptor 50 is read as the connection 
element and element 80 as the insertion piece. Figure 3a shows two insertion pieces of 
different functions. The seals are integral to element 80. 

The Martin, Jr. valve is displaced and rotated in a customary manner but Martin, 
Jr. is not explicit about the actuation. Applicant has admitted to Prior Art including a 
control disc driven through a ceramic moving element by means of a driving arm pivoted 
in a rotatable lever holder to displace and rotate the control disc. It would have been 
obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have 
used such a Prior Art actuator to displace and rotate the Martin, Jr. control disc in that it 
is one of the customary means of doing so, as suggested by Martin, Jr. 

Applicant's arguments filed April 7, 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant's attention is directed to the Board of Appeals reversal of May 
26, 2004 for an exemplary explanation of how the reference works. The Board 
apparently felt that Martin, Jr. had everything but a pivoting handle, which the current 
rejection addresses. 

The advisory action of October 3, 2005 advises that: 
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"Adaptor 50 of the reference can clearly be removed and replaced by, or 
interchanged 

with, another one. The valve of the reference achieves a reversal of hot and cold 
water, one of the objects of the instant application and more than enough to 
establish that the reference meets the claims." 

Although the reference should have been to elements 80, a reasonable person 
should be able to understand the gist of the Examiner's reasoning. 

The Office Action of January 11, 2006, repeated above, states: 

"Figure 3a shows two insertion pieces of different functions." 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., Figures 4, 5, 6, 7) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into 
the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., replacing without disassembling) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although 
the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification 
are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 
(Fed. Cir. 1993).
